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Sacrahientan’s Skull Crushed 
As Machine Overturns Near 
Fred’s Place Sunday Noon 


The first fatality of the year on the 
Pony Express Route east of Placer- 
ville was recorded shortly after noon 
Sunday when Roy Moulton, 50, died of 
a fractured skull as the car he was 
driving overturned about 100 yards 
west of Fred’s Place resort. 


Moulton, employed in a west end 
billiard parlor at Sacramento, was 
driving toward Placerville in a car 
owned by F. F. Cordell, Sacramento 
Western Pacific railroad employee, and 
Mrs. Laura Sly, also of the capital 
city, who were passengers. 

Cordell suffered injuries to his back- 
bone near the back of his neck and 
Mrs. Sly escaped with cuts, 
and shock. The two injured were 
treated by Dr. C. V. Sorocco at Placer- 
ville Sanitorium and were removed to 
Sacramento Sunday evening by Mrs.

State Highway Patrol Captain E. A. 
Brewster and Officer Vladmir Sabich, 
who investigated, reported the car was 
headed west when it ran onto the 
bank on the right-hand side of the 
road and turned completely over, and 
also turned end for end, landing on 
its wheels. 

Moulton was thrown through the 
windshield and evidently was crushed 
as the car turned over. 


Coroner A. J. Orelli, who brought the 
dead and injured to Placerville, learn- 


ed that the trio had started from Sac- 
ramento about 5 o’ciock Sunday morn- | 
ing and had gone to Lake Tahoe via ' 


Auburn and Truckee. 
Sacramento they had six cans of beer 
in the car. One can was found follow- 
ing the accident although it was not 
determined whether drinking played 
any part in the accident. 

Moulton is said recently to have 
been on the WPA rolls at Sacramento 
and it is hoped his registration there 
may yield some information as to the 
whereabouts of his relatives. 

The body is in the care of Memory 
Chapel, inquest pending. Coroner 
Orelli indicated the inquest may not 
be held until such time as Mr. Cordell 
will be able to attend.
